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Changes in the Tables 


: Employment in Manufacturing 
Denmark. 

A new series of indices of employment in manufacturing has been in- 
troduced in the present issue of the Supplement. 

Definition and coverage. Wage earners in manufacturing and quarrying, 
including persons temporarily ill or on holiday. Monthly figures do not 
include sugar factories and refineries. 

Source of data. Reports of establishments. 

Computation. Employment figures are estimated on the basis of a sample 
of 900 establishments with five or more workers representing (in 1958) approxi- 
mately 60 per cent. of all wage earners employed in the industries covered. 
Monthly figures are adjusted annually according to new benchmarked data 
obtained from complete enumeration. 

In the Supplement this new series is published on the base 1953=100. 
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Puerto Rico. 

A new series of indices of total hours of work per month in manufactur- 
ing has been introduced in the present issue of the Supplement. 

Coverage. Wage earners (production and related workers, including 
foremen) in manufacturing. 

Source of data. Reports of establishments. 

Computation. Total hours worked during the month are obtained by 
multiplying the estimated total number of wage earners on manufacturers’ 
— during the week ending nearest the 15th of the month by the —— 

ours worked per worker in the reference week and then multiplying by the 
constant factor 4.33. 
In the Supplement this new series is published on the base 1953= 100. 


Unemployment 
Canada. 


Two unemployment series were hitherto published in the Supplement, 
one based on labour force sample surveys, the other on statistics of national 
employment service registrations giving the number of claimants for un- 
employment insurance benefits. Beginning with the present issue of the 
Supplement, the latter series has been deleted. 


Surinam. 

A new unemployment series has been introduced in the present issue of 
the Supplement. 

Definition. Unemployed persons registered for work at employment 
offices ; the series includes persons on public relief works. 

Coverage. Data refer to the Paramaribo Region. If a registered person 
obtains employment his unemployment registration card is surrendered to 
the employer who returns it to the employment office ; the worker’s name is 
then removed from the “live” register. 


Sources. Records of the Department of Social Affairs and Public Health. 


Computation. Annual figures represent simple arithmetic averages of 
monthly data. 


Consumer Price Indices 
Fiji (5 towns). 

A new series of consumer price indices with original base first quarter 
1960= 100 has been iptvotueell in this issue of the Supplement. 

The index is based on the results of a family budget survey conducted at 
Suva in June 1959 among Indian and Fijian workers’ families. 

Rent quotations are obtained during the last quarter of each year ; prices 
for all other items are collected quarterly from retail shops and municipal 
markets in the five main centres of Vitilevu (the main island of Fiji). 

The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed base. 
The number of items and the percentage weights used in the computation 
of the index are as follows :

Greece (16 towns). 


A new series of consumer price indices with original base June 1959= 100 
was introduced in the August 1960 issue of the Supplement. 

The index is based on the results of a family budget survey conducted 
from April 1957 to March 1958 among 2,568 households in 25 urban centres 
with 10,000 and more inhabitants. 

Price quotations for food items subject to short-term fluctuations, e.g. fresh 
fruits, vegetables, meat, fish, etc., are obtained weekly in 16 towns ; prices 
for most of the other items are collected monthly. Rent quotations referring 
to a sample of 500 dwellings of all kinds are obtained four times a year in the 
case of controlled and once a year in the case of free market rents. 

The index is computed as a weighted arithmetic average with fixed base. 
The number of items in each group and the percentage weights used in the 
computation of the index are as follows :

International Standard 
Classification of Occupations 


The International Standard Classification of Occupations has 
been developed by the International Labour Office to provide a 
basis for the international comparison of occupational data, to afford 
guidance to countries wishing to develop or improve their systems 
of occupational classification and to serve as a means of identifying 
specific national occupations of international interest. It is the 
result of a number of years of work by the International Labour Office, 
which has at every stage systematically consulted the governments 
and interested agencies and sought the counsel of occupational 
specialists throughout the world. 

In particular, its preparation was actively assisted by the Inter- 
national Conferences of Labour Statisticians, which meet under the 
auspices of the International Labour Organisation. In 1949 the 
Seventh Conference recognised nine “ major groups ” of occupations ; 
these, with certain modifications, constitute the basic framework 
of the present system. The Eighth Conference (1954) adopted a 
provisional list of minor groups. Three years later the Ninth Confer- 
ence endorsed the major, minor and unit groups of the present system 
and urged countries to make occupational information available in 
conformity with the resulting classification. 


The classification has been designed as a comprehensive, multi- 
purpose instrument for use in the organisation of occupational 
information. It is composed of definitions of occupations and of 
groups of occupations embodied in a corresponding classification 
structure with code numbers. The classification was designed with 
a twofold aim in view; its general groupings are intended to facilitate 
the classification of statistics derived from labour force inquiries, 
particularly population censuses, while the final subdivisions are 
calculated to meet the requirements of employment placement for 
a more detailed classification. Some 1,600 occupational titles are 
defined. 

In addition to the text of the classification with definitions, 
there is a list of titles by groups and also an alphabetical index of 
the titles used.
